National Agricultural Statistics Service (NASS) - Chickens and Eggs Narrative – 23-May-11 
 

Total All Layers on 01-May-11 totaled 339 million, down slightly from a year ago. 

Rate of lay per day for all layers on 01-May-11 averaged 74.3 eggs per 100 layers, up 2% 

from a year ago. 

Table/Commercial Egg Producing Layers on 01-May-11 = 281.4 million, up slightly from a year 

ago. 

Rate of lay per day for table egg type on 01-May-11 averaged 77.0 eggs per 100 layers, up  

2% from 01-May-10. 

Egg Type Chicks Hatched during Apr-11 totaled 43.4 million, down 9% from Apr-10. 

Eggs in Incubators totaled 40.8 million on 01-May-11, down 2% from a year ago. 

Domestic Placement of Egg-Type Pullet Chicks for Future Hatchery Supply Flocks = 287,000  

during Apr-11, up 24% from Apr-10.
